SAN DIEGO, June 29.— When 
can we try again” that was the 
first question asked by Capt. Lowell 
H. Smith and Lieut. John B. Rich- 
ter, army aviators this morning 
when the airplane in which they 
hoped to remain aloft four days 
and four nights, crashed on the 
mud flats near Rockwell field as

CHINA IS FACING CHAOS 


Parliament Unable to Obtain 3 and 
Semblance of Government Exists

From a reliable source it has 
been learned that Tang Shao-Yi, an 
eminent southerner and the 
republican Premier, is dallying

Foreign Interests Must Rest 
Hopes on Action of. 
Legislators 


(BY A. Naur WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, June 29. — 
Blocked by objections from abroad 
in its effort to negotiate a prohibi- 
tion treaty with the maritime 
powers, the administration is pre- 
paring to leave in the hands of 
Congress any further move to re- 
lieve the foreign shipping lines 
of their embarrassments under the 
American dry law. : 

Whether administration officials 
even will go to the length of ad- 
vising revision of the law is uncer- 
tain in view of all circumstances 
which now surround and becloud 
the prohibition issue. A govern- 
ment spokesman did make it en- 
tirely- clear today, however, that 
if the treaty proposal goes by the 


board, the foreign ship interests 
must rest their final hope of re- 
lief on the doubtful prospect of 
action by a majority in Congress. 

In the meantime, it was added, 
there remains nothing for the ex- 
ecutive branch of the government 
to do to enforce, with whatever 
man it finds at its disposal, the 
provisions of the statute as they 
now exist, as they have been in- 
terpreted by the Supreme Court 
and as they have been translated 
into the administration regula- 
tions by the Treasury Department. 


DISAPPOINTMENT FELT 

Beyond this government officials 
would not go. They insisted that 
no amount of comment could 
make clearer the position they had 
taken. The details of enforce- 
ment, they said, must work them- 
selves out as the situation devel- 
ops. But they left no doubt that 
the proposal to seize offending 
ships as well as the liquor they 
carry in American waters still 
remained in the offing and would 
be summoned to the aid of en- 
forcement authorities should ne- 
cessity demand it. 

There was no attempt to conceal 
the keen disappointment of the 
State Department at Foreign Sec- 
retary Curzon’s statement yester- 
day in _Rarliament, apparently 
spelling complete failure for the 
American treaty plan, which would 
have permitted foreign ships to 
bring in liquor under seal and at 
the same time would have extend- 
ed to twelve miles from shore the 
right to search and seize suspect- 
| ed rum runners. : 


STILL HOPEFUL | 

In some quarters there remained 
hope tonight that the formal Brit- 
ish reply might contain something 
in the nature of a counter- pro- 
posal, which would keep the prop- 
osition alive, or that a general con- 
ference might be suggested which 
would give the United States a 
chance to present its case anew. On 
the whole, however, the disposition 
seemed to be to. regard the treaty 
proposal as a vanishing element 
in the prohibition equation. 

With the question sifted down to 
one of law enforcement only, the 
government believes that after a 
halting start it now is prepared to 
go forward directly and confident- 
ly. There is no desire to ruffle the 
water of international comity in 
any greater degree than national 
interests require. 

Despite the fact that a regulation 
for the purpose has been drafted 
tentatively, there is no intention 
of applying the confiscatory clause 
of the Volstead Act to liquor-carry- 
ing liners precipitately, or without 
warrant. 


SEEK CONFERENCE 
That an attempt to change the 
law to permit the entrance of 
sealed liquor stores will be made 
at the next session of Congress is 
taken for granted throughout 
Washington.

FRANCE FIRM 

“At times Germany is hoping 
for Allied intervention..When she 
counts on France’s discouragement 
and lassitude she is making a 
grave mistake. We have announced 
our essential demands; we will 
not modify them in the slightest. 

“At Brussels, the Belgian gov- 
ernment in agreement with us, has 
decided not to examine the Ger- 
man proposals until Germany aban- 
dons her resistance. We will. not 
evacuate the Ruhr until Germany 
begins to pay. The only means of 
making Germany pay is her de- 
sire to recover the Ruhr. We have 
no thought of annexation: we scorn 
accusations of imperialism. 


GERMANY MUST PAY 


“We don’t want to confiscate the 
Ruhr; we will hold it only so long 
as Germany does not pay her lebt. 
The latest German proposals are 
not serious and do not deserve a 
reply. If Germany fails to under- 
stand, so much the worse for her. 
Never will we give up the precious 
guarantee until she settles. Should 
we recross the Rhine before being 
paid Germany will have achieved 
her revenge and our humiliation. 

“We have met with resistance 
which is called passive, but is in 
reality active, insidious and crim- 
inal. The resistance has come 
from the large industrials and from 
the Berlin government. This has 
not always been realized abroad, 
especially at the Holy See—where 
errors may also be made.”

SAN FRANCISCO, June 29. 
Rabbi Martin A. Meyer, pastor of 
Temple Emanu-El died of cyanide 
poisoning and not heart failure, as 
was at first supposed. ce 

This was the conclusion reached 


toxicologist, attached to the offies 
of Coroner T. B. W. Leland, followe 
ing an examination of the contents 
of Dr. Meyer's stomach. A death 
certificate to this effect was signed 
today by Dr. John Clark, autopsy 
surgeon. 

Three theories confront the au- 
thorities as a result of this : 


finding: 
THREE THEORIES 


That the poison was admi 
tered aceidentaly: with suicidal in- 
tent, or murderous purpose. The 
suicidal motive was doubted by the 
authorities by reason of Dr. Mey- 
er's personal and religious convic- 
tions upon the matter. The other 
two, accident and murder, are en- 
gaging the attention of the coroe 
ner’s Office and detectives Leo Bune 
ner and George McLaughlin, de- 
tailed by Chief of Police O’Brien to 


make a thorough investigation. 


The presence of the poison was 
first suspected by Dr. Clark. Under 
his orders a careful examination 
was made by Prof. Green. . 
tempts to secure crystallization of 
the poison taken from Dr. Meyer's 
body were not entirely successful, 
but a quantative analysis demon- 
strated to the satisfaction of the 
analysists that sufficient had been 
taken to cause death. 


START INVESTIGATION 
Detectives began late last 
to trace the food eaten by \ 
Meyer prior to his death. It was 
the theory of the Coroner's office 
that the poison might have been 
taken internally, through the me- 
dium of something he had eaten 
a short time beroe his death, or 
in a medicine of some sort. In 
the latter case, it was held prob- 
able that an overdose, taken un- 
intentionally, might have been the 
indirect cause of his death. This 
Possibility, however. was swept 
aside by Dr. Ralph Rabingwitz, his 

family physician, who dee 
himself familiar with the medi- 
cines in Dr. Meyer's possession. - 
Prof. Green, in his report to the 
Coroner, said:

My Countrymen: One of the Leide of war.

War taught to society was a real- 


ization of its stupendoug producing 
capacity under modern organiza- 
tion. When the war started many 
of us, probably most of us, believed 
it could not last very long because 
We could not conceive that it could 
be economically and industrially 
supported for a long time. We had 
been taught to believe that as a 
Whole the community annually 
fonsumed pretty nearly all that it 
produced, and that in order to 
maintain this ratio it was necessary 
to keep all the producers steadily 
at work. We were convinced that 
when the most efficient producers 
Were taken by millions away from 


I have sald before, 
and I chose to repeat it very de- 
liberately now, that if war must 


come again—God grant that it shall 


not!—then we must draft all 
of the nation in carrying on. 
It is not enough to draft the young 
manhood. It is not enough to ac- 
cept the voluntary service of both 
women and men whose patriotic 
devotion impels their enlistment. 
it will be righteous and just, it 
will be more effective in war and 
marked by less regret in the after- 
math, if we draft all of the capital. 
all of industry, all of agricutture, 
all of commerce, all of talent and 
capacity and energy of every de- 
scription to make the supreme and 
united and unselfish fight for the 
national triumph. When we do

glad if the way could be found to 
maintain the traditional relations 
of father, mother, children and 
home. But very plainly these rela- 
tions are in process of a great 
modification. The most we can do, 
to the utmost possible extent, is to 
readapt our conditions of industry 
and of living so as to enable the 
mothers to make the utmost of 
their lessened opportunity for shap- 
ing the lives and minds of their 
chHdren. We must hope, and we 
must make it possible, that mothers 
will not assume, when their babes 
of yesterday become the schoolboys 
and schoolgiris of today, that the 
responsibility of the mother is 
ended, and that the teacher, the 
school authorities, the college, the 
State, will henceforth assume it. 
Rather, we must recognize fhat no 
other influence can possibly be sub- 
stituted for that of motherhood; 
and we must make it possible for 


the material achievements of our 
industrial age is being qualified as 
it never was before by our ques- 
tionings along these lines. We are 
thinking of the weaker links in the 
social . chain. We believe the 
equality of opportunity must be at- 
tended by a fitness to embrace it. 
Here, again, the war was re- 


fice that was just as great in the

man. What was more, it brought 
a realization of the fact that men 
and women were of real service to 
the community just in proportion 
as they were capable of producing 
the things that were needed.

without workers; that instead of a 
sharp and progressive reduction of 
labor’s wage, there has been now 
for a long time a steady, continu- 
ing, persistent increase in that 
wage. On the other side, those 
who would have been glad to drive 
the country into an industrial 
crisis through the stoppage of pro- 
duction, and to force the nation- 
alization or communization of in- 
dustry, have been equally disap- 
pointed in the outcome. 

I Believe our policy and its re- 
sults have ‘reflected the sound 
judgment of the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the American people. I 
believe this people is firmly and 
finally committed to the ideal of 
preserving the fullest rights of pri-

Yes, if you please, 
by letting labor and capital and 
management all engage more or 
less in profiteering at the expense 
of society as a whole. Unheard- 
of wages were paid to people who 
in other times would have been 
considered quite incapable of earn- 
ing them, but who, under the 
Stimulus of the emergency. be- 
came effective and absolutely 
necessary factors in the industrial 
organization. Particularly was 
this true of the women, young and

They volunteered for every 
service in which they could be use- 
ful, and at once established their 
right to a new and more important 
industrial status. They built ships, 
they operated munition factories, 
they learned to perform the heav- 
lest and most difficult tasks; they 
tilled the fields, filled the offices, 
largely conducted the hospitals 
and even served as most useful 
auxiliaries to forces on the battle- 
field. Not as a boon, butasa duty, 
full partnership in the conduct of 
political affairs was conferred upon 
them. 

All this has Inevitably worked a 
profound change in the relation of

woman to the social and political 


organisation. We may approve it 
or disapprove it, we may view it 
with gatisfaction or with misgiving, 
but the fact is before us that wom- 
an has taken a new place in the 
community. And just as her par- 
ticipation in the industrial sphere 
expands, so her relations to the 
home and its interest ig necessarily 
contracted. Whether we account 
it wise or otherwise, we must rec- 
ognize that the tendency is to take 
the modern mother more and more 
away from the control, the train- 
ing. the intellectual guidance and 
spiritual direction of her children. 
The day nursery and after that the 
kindergarten begins to care for her 
children in the earliest years; after 
that come the public schol, the

That 
duty must be performed in the 
home; it will always be peculiarly 
the duty of a mother. 

Mankind never has stood more 
in need than it does now the con- 
sOlations and reassurances which 
derive from a firm religious faith. 
We are living in a time of many 
uncertainties, of weakened ‘faith 
in the efficiency of institutions, of 
industrial systems, of economic 
hypotheses, of dictum and dogma 
in whatever sphere. Yet we all 
know that there are certain fun- 
dament truths of life and duty 
and destiny which will stand eter- 
nal through the evolution and the 
revolution of systems and socteties 
founded by mankind. ‘There must 
be no mistake whereby we shal! 
confuse the things which are of 
eternity with those which are of 
time. We must not let our engross- 
ment with the things of matter and 
of mind distract us from a proper 
concern for those which are of the 
spirit and the soul. 

It must be kept ever in mind 
that the higher and finer attributes 
of humanity will rarely be devel- 
oped from a human seedling 
planted in a soll adapted chiefly 
to the production of that which 
is selfish and sordid, in which 
it will be forced by special cir- 
cumstances to struggle unduly 
for the bare continuance of ex- 
istence. We will not grow strong 
minds in unsound bodies, nor 
may we hope that illuminated 
souls will often seek habitation in

Those to whom the man- 
agement and investment of capital 
is intrusted must recognize, as I 
know most of them already do, 
that the right of organization, and 
the title to those special efficiencies 
which come to organization, is not 
the exclusive prerogative of capital. 
It is equally the prerogative of 
labor. 

I am quite aware that there were 
some who imagined, before the 
present administration was voted 
into responsibility, that it was go- 
ing at least to acquiesce if not 
definitely sympathize with projects 
for the deflation of labor and the 
overthrow of labor organizations, 
Before this time these have come 
to realize their error. Nothing, 
has been farther from the purpose 
of the present administration than 
any thought of destroying the right 
of either labor or capital. to or- 
ganize and each to lead in its or- 
ganized capacity. 

We have recognized that there 
are evils and abuses on both sides 
of the almost imaginary line which 
now is presumed to separate labor 
and capital We have wished and 
sought to minimige these abuses, 
through better organizations and. 
better understanding, without de- 
stroying organizations or the right 
to form them. We have not wished 
to compel men to work when they 
did not want to work; we have

uct coke, zinc, pig iron, steel in- 
gota, Michigan hard and soft 
woods, Northern pine lumber.and 
lath oak flooring and cement. 

Receipts of wool at Boston, 
shipments of all classes of sanitary 
enamelware, slaughter of cattle, 
hogs and sheep, and cotton con-

Consumption of cotton in May 
totaled 620,965 bales which may be 
compared with 495,337 bales in 
May a year ago.

Pig-iron production in May 
amounted to 3,868,000 tons, as 
against 2,307,000 toms in May «a 
year ago.

NEW INDEX NUMBERS 


Bank Economist Develops Weekly Series; Cotton 
Men Plant Larger Acreage; Lumber Bonds 


Full details: covering the three 
new weekly index numbers of 
wholesale prices developed by, L. M. 
Maynard, consulting economist for 
the National City Bank of Los An- 
geles (organizing), are presented 
in the current iasue of the bank's 
monthly letter. The index num- 
bers affect two distinct classes of 
producers, and all groups taken as 
a whole, from which is derived 


three indices indicating the pur- 

chasing power, of the American 

dollar in farm products and fin- 
goods.

The bank’s economist has de- 
viated materially from the usual 
method in establishing his base 
period. Other similar, though 
monthly compilations are based 
upon a selected year taken as a 
normal. The National City Bank's 
base point or “100 cent dollar” 
period, embraces a full business 
cycle beginning with March, 1912, 
and ending with May, 1915. The 
use of the full cycle is said to elim- 
inate the distortion that naturally 
occurs where only one year or part 
of a cycle is used. “In other 
words,“ the author says, “it prop- 
erly weighs the positive and nega- 
tive periods of that cycle into an 
average which gives the analyst 
grounds for comparison that have 
more possibilities for faithful rep- 
resentation than in other methods.” 
In commenting on the useful 
meas of his group of indices the 
bank's economist says, “I would not 
have the general public feel that 
these index numbers have too 
‘reat a forecasting value. I do 
feel, however, that through them 
we can follow the results of our 
economic behavior to a more useful 
extent. The group of indices 
worked out by ofr committee 
yields information on two very use- 
ful angles. First: they show the 
purchasing power of the dollar in 
circulat'on today as it is registered 
in farm products and manufactured 
goods. Second: the work of de- 
veloping them brings out the pur- 
Chasing power of the dollar of the

buy 69 cents worth of farm prod- 
ucts today where it would buy 100 
cents worth in our base pertod, and 
but 48 cents worth of manufac- 
tured goods.

“As things stand today the farm- 
er's dollar as a whole is somewhat 
distorted by the excellent situation 
in the textile farmer's price return 
for his product. Take, for exam- 
corn, wheat, hay, tato, beef, 
hog. egg and butter ers’ dol- 
lars are all worth very much less 
than 100 cents; to be exact, their 
average is 62 cents in comparison

The work will cost about $500,- 
000, it was stated and the contract 
Will be one of the largest of its 
kind ever awarded here. Bids win 
close on July 20 next. 

The dredging will make possible 
the addition of many needed 
wharves and docks at the po It 
is hoped by putting all of the work 
m one contract, many large out- 
side contractors can be attracted, 
insuririg the completion of the 
work at the earliest possible time. 

The board yesterday also placed 
all the employees of the Harbor 
Department on the same salary 
basis as city employees in other 
departments doing the same work.

The board also a a large 
increase in rental tes for wharf 
space at the harbor, designed al- 
most to double the present rev- 
enue from this source.

Painters’ Iconoclastic Plea to 
Tax Assessor 
to Fight Levy 


“Few Artists Sell Enough to 
Make Bare Living” 


Artist members of the California; 
Art Club of Los Angeles promise 


to wage a bitter fight again this 
ear against the County Tax As- 
rs department, which has in- 
sisted on placing a commercial val- 
uation on unsold paintings, accord- 
ing to Ernest Browning Smith, 
treasurer of the local organization. 

The issue was first raised in the 
1922 assessment, when actual val- 
uation was placed upon pictures 
exhibited by. Mr. Smith. Under 
protest the assessment was low- 
ered from $3000 to $1000 ana 
later allowed to lapse entirely. 

He points out that a painting 
represents absolutely no commer, 
cial value other than in the mate- 
rial used until it has been sold. 
The value of paintings can be set 
only in ratio to the strength of 
emotion aroused in the beholder 
and there is no method of stand- 
ardization to govern this, says Mr. 
Smith. Therefore, a picture can pe 
assessed only after it has 
purchased, It is declared that such 
an imposition as taxation can work 
only against the progress of art 
and struggling artists. 

To clinch his argument Mr. 
Smith pointed out that few artists 
sell enough pictures to make a liv- 
ing and that each year many paint- 
ings of the previous years remain. 
Also, that many pictures after be- 
ing displayed prove unsatisfactory 
and are repainted entirely by the 
artist on the same canvas, and he 
asks the question, “Should we art- 
ists be taxed in such cases for two 
pictures ?"’ 

This year Mr. Smith has been 
assessed $1000 on his personal 
paintings as their valuation and 
$100 for the material of which the 
Same paintings are made, he says, 
and this means that he pays a lar- 
ger tax on his art collection than 


on his home.
